This ERP document was 
picked up by the Argentine Army Intelligence Service (SIS) 
on 7/23/76 in a raid against the residence of an ERP 
militant. The attached ERP document was made available by 
a ranking SIE official on S/2/76. It is noted that the 
document was to be furnished to the Junta Coordinadora and 
had been prepared by the ERP Unidad J. S. Manccini, and 
its author was an ERP member with the code name "Sergeant 
DIANA.” The attached ERP document contains the name, title, 
residence address and telephone number of past and present 
II. S. Milgrp personnel both American and Argentine. Next 
to the names of five Argentine Hi1grp employees there is 
an "X” marked in red ballpoint pen. The source was unable 
to provide any information with regard to the significance

might indicate that the individuals may have been under 
surveillance or may be unwitting contacts of the ERP.
